RESOLUTION 

No. 6/60/63-RSR. — The Committee on Natural Resources 
has emphasised the need for coordinating the survey work 
being undertaken by the different survey agencies of the Cen- 
tral Government and by the State Governments. The need 
for such coordination will become increasingly urgent in the 
future as survey programmes in different fields of natural 
resources are expandecl to meet the increasing requirements of 
resources development programmes. Accordingly, the Plan- 
ning Commission have decided to constitute "a coordinating 
Committee on Surveys, The functions of this Committee 
shall be : 

(i) to look into the technical aspects of the different 
survey projects of both normal and developmental 
category and coordinate them to avoid duplication 
and overlapping; 

(ii) to recommend to the Planning Commission extra 
funds to be provided for any of the projects, if 
needed; 

(iii) to follow up the implementation of the survey pro- 
jects; and 

(iv) to coordinate the efforts of urban planners, sociolo- 
gists, urban geographers and 1'and economists who 
are engaged on '"urban planning and analysis.

9. The Deputy Secretary (Natural Resources), Planning 
Commission. 

Representatives of the State Departments concerned with 
cadastral surveys and other survey programmes undertaken by 
the States will be associated with the'" work of this Com- 
mittee as and when required.

_ No. 9/6/63-C5(i4). — The rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
August 1964, for the purpose of filling vacancies in the 
following Services/posts are published lor general informa- 
tion : — 

(i) Central Secretariat Stenographers Service — Grade II; 

(ii) Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers Service — 
Grade II; 

(iii) Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Stenographers' Sub- 
cadre); and 

(iv) Posts of Stenographers in certain Attached Offices 
of the Government of India not participating in the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service/I. F.S. 
(B) /Railway Board Secretariat Stenographers' Ser- 
vice, and such posts in the Office of The Election 
Commission. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Publfc Service Commission in the manner prescribed in 
Appendix II to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

3, A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(e) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India, before 
the 1st lanuary 1962. with the intention of per- 
manently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in Tndia; 

( 1 ) Provided that a candidate belonging to catego- 
ries (c). (d), (e) and (f) above shall be'" a 
nerson in whose favour a certificate of eligibi- 
lity has been granted by the Government'" of 
Tndia, and if he belongs to category (fi the 
certificate nf eligibility, " will be valid onlv for 
a period of one year from the date of his 
apoointment beyond which such a candidate 
will be retained in service subject to his having 
acquired Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
the case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(t) Persons who migrated to Tndia from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of Inly 1948. and have ordina- 
rily been residing in Tndia since then.

A candidate in whose case a certifiVatr of clitrlbWty is neces- 
sary mav be admitted to the examination and he mav also 
nrovisionaliv b» prtpointed suhlert to the necessary certificate 
being granted in his favour by the Government, 
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4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled Caste 
or a Scheduled 'Iribe, or is not a resident of the former 
Jt-rench Settlement:; or is not a resident of the former Portu- 
guese territories ol Goa, Daman and Diu in India, or is not 
a resident of Andaman, and Nicobar Islands, or is not a 
repatriate from Ceylon, shall be permitted to compete more 
than two times ut the examination, but this restriction is 
effective from the examination held in 1962.

(C) Ihc upper age linuL will be relaxable up to the age 
of 13 years in respect oi Stenographers (recruiied otherwise 
than through the Stenographers Examination held previously 
Oy the U.F.S.C.J in the scale of pay of Rs. 160—10 — 330 
(old)/Rs. 210 — J.O — 2/0 — 15 — 300 — EB — 15 — 450 — JBB — 20 — 
3J0, or Ks. 2 1 0 — 1 0 — 290 — 1 5 — 320 — EB — 1 5 — 425 — EB — 1 5 
— 5J0 (revised) working in the Ministry of External Affairs, 
Intelligence Bureau or the Armed forces Headquarters, who 
have Deen employed as such since 1st July 1952, or an earlier 
date. 

(D) There will be no upper age limit for persons appointed 
to the Stenographers' Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service 
(B), in an officiating capacity,. 

(E) (i) The upper age limit will be relaxable up to the 
age of 35 years m respect of persons who are employed as 
Clerks in the — 

(a) Central Secretariat Clerical Service/Indian Foreign 
Service (B (/Railway Board Secretariat Clerical 
Service/Secretariat Deportments not participating in 
the Central Secretariat Clerical Service Scheme/ 
Jtlccuon Commission; or 

(b) Attached Offices not participating in the Services 
mentioned at (a) above; or 

(cj Subordinate Offices of the Central Government 
(including offices under the Intelligence Bureau, 
.Election Commission, Commissioner for Scheduled 
Caites and Scheduled Tribes etc.); 
and who liLLve rendered not less than three years' continuous 
service as Clerks/Stenographers on. 1st July 1963, and con- 
tinue to be employed as Clerks in the respective Services/ 
Offices. 

(ii) The upper age limit will also be relaxable up to the 
age of 35 years in respect of persons who are employed as 
clerks in the Ministry of External Affairs, but have not been 
absorbed in 1FS(B) or C.S.C.S. and who have rendered not 
less than 3 years' continuous service as Clerks on 1st July 
1962, and continue to be so employed. 

NOTE — The age concessions mentioned in Paragraphs 5(C), 
5(D) and 5(E)(ii) above will be admissible for the exami- 
nation to be hold in 1964 only, and will not be extended for 
subsequent examinations.

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 

PRESCRIBED ABOVE CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

N.B. — (i) A candidate who is adnitted to the exami- 

nation under the age concessions mentioned in 
paragraphs 5(B), 5(C), 5(D), 5(E)(i) and 5(E) 


(ii) above will not be eligible for appointment if 
after submitting the application he resigns front 
service either before or after taking the examination.

Secondary School or from a recognised School pre- 
paring students for the Indian School Certificate 
Hxamination; 

(g) Junior Examination of the Jamia Millia Islamfa, 
Delhi, in the case of boria fide resident students of 
the Jamia only; 

(h) Bengal (Science) School Certtiflcate; 

(i) Final School Standard Examination of the National 
Councd of Education, Jadavpur, West Bengal (Since 
inception); 

(j) Vidyadhikari diploma of Gurukul Vishwa-Vidyalaya, 
Kangri, Hardwar; 

(k) Adhikari Diploma of Gurukul Visbwa-Vidyalaya, 
Brindaban; 

(l) the following French Examinations of Pondicherry : 
(i) 'Brevet Elementaire' (ii) 'Brevet d' Enseignement 
Primaire de Langue Indiennc' (iii) 'Brevet D' etudes 
du Premier Cycle' (iv) 'Brevet D' Enseignement 
Primaire Supcrieur de Langue Indienne' and (v) 
'Brevet de Langue Indienne (vernacular); 

(m) Indian Army Special Certificate of Education; 

(n) Higher Educational Test of the Indian Navy; 

(o) Advanced Class (Indjan Navy) Examination; 

(p) T.S. "Dufferin" Final Passing Out Certificate; 

(q) Ceylon Senior School Certificate Examination; 

(r) Certificate granted by the East Bengal Secondary 
Education Board, Dacca; 

(s) School Leaving Certificate Examination of the 
Government of Nepal; 

(t) Anglo- Vernacular School Leaving Certificate 

(Burma,); 

(u) Burma High School Final Examination Certificate; 

(v) Anglo- Vernacular High School Examination of the 
Education Department, Burma (Pre-war); 

(w) Post-war School Leaving Certificate of Burma; 

(x) any other examination which may be recognised by 
the Union Public Service Commission as equivalent 
to the above. 

NOTE. — Candidates who have appoarcd at an examination 
the passing of which would render them eligible to appear at 
ihis examination but have not been informed of the rosult 
may apply for admission to the examination. Candidates who 
intend to appear at such a qualifying examination may also 
apply provided the qualifying examination is completed before 
the commencement of this examination. Such candidates will 
be admitted to the examination if otherwise eligible, but the 
admission would be deemed to be provisional and subject to 
cancellation if they do not produce proof of having passed 
the examination, as soon as possible, and in any case not 
later than two months after the commencement of this 
examination. 

7. (a) No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void by reason of its taking place 
during the life-time^ of such spouse, shall bo eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services/posts, appointments to 
which are made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless the Government of India, after being satisfied that 
there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any mail 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 
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(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by reason 
of the husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who has married a person who has a wife living 
at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment 
to any of the Services/posts, appointments to which are made 
on the results of this competitive examination unless the 
Government of India, after be_ing satisfied that there are 
special grounds for doing so, "exempt any female candidate 
from the operation of this rule. 

8. (i) A candidate already in Government Service whether 
in a permanent or a temporary capacity must obtain prior 
permission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
Examination- 
al Candidates who are employed in or under the Intel- 
ligence Bureau will be admitted, if otherwise eligible, to 
compete for vacancies in the Intelligence Bureau only. Other 
candidates, whether in Government Service Or not, if other- 
wise eligible, will be admitted to compete for vacancies in 
all the Services/Offices recruitment to which is made on the 
results of this examination. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service/ 
post. A candidate, who after such medical examination, as 
may be prescribed by the competent authority, is found not 
to satisfy these requirements, will not be appointed. Only 
such candidates as are likely to be considered for appoint- 
ment will be medically examined. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service/post. 

11. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion. 

13. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Appendix I. 
No claim for a refund of the fees will be entertained except 
to the extent stated in that Appendix nor win the fees be held 
in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

14. No recommendations except those required in the 
application form will be taken into consideration. Any 
attempt on the part of the candidate to obtain support for his 
candidature by any means may disqualify him for admission. 

15. A candidate found guilty of impersonation, or of sub- 
mitting fabricated documents, or documents which have been 
tampered with, or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false, or suppressing material information or of using or 
attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination or of misbeha- 
viour in flic examination hall, may, in addition to rendering 
himself liable to a criminal prosecution, be debarred, either 
permanently or for a specified period : — 

(a) by the Commission from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment under 
the Government. 

16. After the examination candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in order of merit as disclosed by the aggre- 
gate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in that 
order so many candidates up to the number of unreserved 
vacancies decided to be filled on the results of this examina- 
tion as are found by the Commission in their discretion to 
be qualified by the examination and are considered by Govern- 
ment or the appointing authority, as the case may be, to be 
suitable in all other respects shall be appointed; provided 
that — 

(a) appointments in the Central Secretariat Stenogra- 
phers Service, Railway Board Secretariat Stenogra- 
phers Service and the non-participating Attached 
Offices/Office of the Election Commission will be 
made against temporary vacancies on trial for two 
years; and 

(b) appointments in the Stenographers' Sub-Cadre of 
the Indian Foreign Service (B) will initially be made 
on a temporary basis. Appointees will be eligible 
for confirmation in the Services in quota of vacan- 
cies reserved for direct recruits. 

Provided further that any candidate belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes who though not 
qualified by the standard prescribed by the Commission for 
any Service/post is declared by them to be suitable for 
'appointment thereto with due regard to the maintenance of 
efficiency of administration, shall be entitled to be appointed 
to vacancies reserved for members of the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes, as the case may be, in that Service/ 
post. 


NOTB 1. — Due consideration will be given to the prefe- 
rences expressed by a candidate at the time of his applica- 
tion (.of Col. 28 of the application form), but a candidate 
may be assigned to any Service/post for which the examina- 
tion is held. 

N.B . — A reserve list containing names iu the order cJ: 
merit, the number of which would be determined by Govern- 
ment before the declaration of the results of the next exami- 
nation, may be drawn up for ' eventual absorption in Grade 1 1 
of the C.S.S.S. before the declaration of the results of the 
next Stenographers' Examination. Candidates indicatine 
C.S.S.S. as one of their preferences should state clearly in 
their applications whether they would wish to be considered 
for inclusion in such a reserve list. 

NOTE 2. — The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to Individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

17. Out of the total number of vacancies in the various 
Services or Offices decided to be filled on the results of this 
examination, such number, not exceeding 45% of the vacan- 
cies to be filled in each Service or Office, as the case may 
be, as may be determined by Government, shall be reserved 
for the appointment of candidates belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes. The number of vacancies in 
each Service or Office to be reserved separately for the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, respectively, shall 
also be determined by Government: 

Provided that if there are. only two vacancies Lo be filled 
in any Service or Office, one of them may be reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes. 

18. The scale of pay for the various Services/posts is 
Rs. 210 — 10 — 270 — 15 — 300 — EB — 15 — 150 — EB — 20 — 530, 
or Rs. 210 — 10 — 290 — 15 — 320 — EB — 15 — 425 — EB — 15 — 
530 or Rs. 210 — 10 — 290 — 15 — 320 — EB — 15 — 425, as 
applicable to individual Services/posts. 

NotE — Officers appointed to the Stenographers' Sub-Cadre 
of Indian Foreign Service (B), when posted abroad, will be 
eligible for such allowance and free furnished accommoda- 
tion as admissible to that Grade of IFS 'B' officers from 
time to time. 

19. Candidates appointed on the results of this examina- 
tion will ordinarily have to serve at the Headquarters of the 
Central Government but may be required to serve anywhere 
in India and also in Indian Missions abroad. 

20. Candidates appointed to the Indian Foreign Service (B) 
on the results of this examination will be liable to serve In 
any post either at Headquarters, anywhere in India or 
abroad to which they may be posted by tho Controlling 
Authority.

4. Candidates must write ttje papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they be allowed the help of an 
amanuensis (scribe) to write down answers' for them. 

5. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks 
in any or all subjects at the examination, 

6. Only those candidates who obtain such minimum qualify- 
ing marks in the written test as may be fixed by the Com- 
mission in their discretion will be called for shorthand test. 

7. From the marks assigned to candidates in each subject, 
such deduction will be made, as the Commission may con- 
sider necessary, in order to ensure that no credit is allowed 
for merely superficial knowledge, 

8. Deduction up to 5 per cent, of the maximum marks for 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact 
expression, combined with due economy of words in all sub- 
jects of the examination. 

SCHEDULE 

Standard and syllabus of the examination 

NOTE. — The standard of the question papers in Part A 
will be approximately that of the Matriculation examination 
of an Indian University. 

English — The paper will be designed to test the candidates' 
knowledge of English Grammar & Composition, and generally 
their power } to understand and ability to write correct English.

Irrigation & Power, Government of Orissa; 

(5) Shri S. N. Ray. Chairman. 

West Bengal State Electricity Board; 

(6) Shri S, Dutl-Mazumdar, Secretary, 

Commerce & Industries Department, 

Government of West Bengal; 

(7) Shri T. Sivasank'ar, Chairman, D.V.C., 

(8) Shri R. S. Misra, Chairman, 

Bihar State Electricity Board; 

(9) Shri Kartar Singh, Secretary, Irrigation & 

Power Department, Government of Orissa; 

(10) Shri P. K. Kapila, Chairman,

the concept of an inter-connected power grid system for the 
eastern region was accepted.

The members at (1) to (4) above shall be the 
Chairmen of the Regional Electricity Board by 
rotation for one. year each. 

The Secretariat of the Board will be provided by tho Cen- 
tral Electricity Authority and shall be headed by an Officer 
of the rank of a Chief Engineer. 

3. The headquarters of the Board shall be located in 
Patna, Bhuvaneshwar and Calcutta in rotation for a period 
of 2 years at one place. 

4. The functioning of the Board will not in any manner 
affect the existing pattern in regard to planning generation 
and distribution of electricity within a State, Tlie Board shall 
be advisory and shall discharge the following functions : 

(1) Reviewing the progress of power development 
schemes in the region.

4. The Secretariat of the Board will be headed by an 
Officer of the rank of a Executive Engineer who shall be 
appointed bv the Central Electricity Authority together with 
other staff for the Secretariat. 

5. The Board shall be advisory and it shall discharge the 
following functions: — 

(1) Planning the generation and distribution of electri- 
city in the region; 

(2) Reviewing the progress 0 f nower development 
schemes in the region; 

. (3) Pursuing the agreed programme in respect of cons- 
truction of transmission lines for inter-State sale 
of power. 

The functioning of the Board will not in any manner affect 
the existing position in regard to the generation and distri- 
bution of electricity within a State/Union Territory/Centrally 
Administered Area, 

6. The Board will frame its own rules of business for ihe 
conduct of its meetings and other cognate matters.
